NOTE TO SECRETARY BRYAN 


Mikado’* Em bassy at Washington W ill 


Make Known the Reason for Its Ob­ 


jection in a Communication to the 


State Department— Question May Go 


to the Federal Courts. 


Washington, May 6.—The Japanese 
embassy was supplied by the state 
departm ent with a copy of the alien 
land owning bill passed by the Cali­ 
fornia legislature and the am bassador 
will employ the time between now 
and Secretary Bryan’s return to W ash­ 
ington in preparing a formal protest 
against the measure. 
Apparently 
the 
embassy 
has 
no 
hope that any word President Wilson 
may send after Secretary Bryan re­ 
turns will influence Governor Johnson 
to withhold his signature from the act, 
so the only object of the protest will 
be to acquaint the American peo p le 
with the Japanese contention and, if 
apossible, to influence the executive 
branch of the government to endeavor 
to nullify the action of the California 
legislature. 
The embassy will make known the 
ground of its protest In a diplomatic 
note to Secretary Bryan. 
It is well 
understood that to settle the question, 
no m atter what may be the point of 
objection, will require the action of 
the United States courts. 
It will be 
for 
Secretary 
Bryan 
to 
deterrtine 
w hether the 
United 
States govern­ 
ment itself shall become a party to 
a suit of this character, in the ca­ 
pacity of an intervener. 


Delicate Situation 
Develop*. 
International lawyers hint th a t the 
adm inistration is in an exceedingly 
delicate position because while appar­ 
ently a 
champion of 
the Japanese 
cause, through the secretary of state 
before 
the 
California 
legislature, 
probably from this i>oint on it must 
defend 
the 
California law 
against 
Japan in the diplomatic struggle about 
to begin. 
If the departm ent should adopt the 
California contention that the land 
law does 
not violate the 
existing 
treaty with Japan then It might feel 
bound to refuse to submit the issue 
to arbitration by The Hague tribunal. 
Furtherm ore, It Is contended that 
tho United States government prob­ 
ably w’ould he unable to enforce the 
decree of the 
tribunal 
in 
case it 
should be adverse to California lf the 
American courts found that the state 
acted within its rights in enacting 
the law. 
It developed that, as a result of the 
centering of attention upon the Cali­ 
fornia situation, a number of the dip­ 
lomatic representatives in W ashing­ 
ton have been informally discussing 
and conferring over the alleged viola­ 
tions of treaties by many states of 
' the Union. 


WAR SUPPLIES FOR MANILA

Brazil 
Decides to 
Discontinue Tariff 


Preferential. 
Washington. May 6.—American man­ 
ufacturer* probably have lost a flour 
trade amounting to |3,OOO,OOO a year, 
a* well as a lucrative business In ce­ 
ment, machinery and other products, 
as a result of the Brazilian govern­ 
m ent’s resentm ent at the breaking of 
the 
Brazilian 
coffee 
valorization 
scheme by the departm ent of justice. 
After several conferences wjth state 
departm ent officials Brazilian Ambas­ 
sador Da Gama let. It be known that 
his country, in the future, would de­ 
cline to extend the 30 per cent dif­ 
ferential in customs dues which until 
April 9 wa* allowed on these Ameri­ 
can products. 
Without the differential, it Is said, 
the American producers will not be 
able to compete with those In Argen­ 
tina and the Argentine millers are 
expected to control the Brazilian flour 
market,

Underwood Measure After It Passes 


the Lower Body— Oral Hearings W ill 


Not 
T a ke 
Place 
and 
Only 
Briefs 


W ill Be Given Attention. 


Washington, May 6.—The free list 
of the Underwood tariff bill, with its 
Democratic 
promises of 
reductions 
in the cost of living, furnished the 
grist for the legislative mills of the 
house. 
Through the sessions the Re­ 
publicans, wearied by the persistence 
with which the Democrats rejected all 
am endments, 
made 
perfunctory 
at­ 
tem pts to place on the dutiable lint 
articles the Underwood bill would ad­ 
mit free. 
There was little of a real 
struggle, however, and only a few 
minor am endments, proposed by the 
ways and 
means committee 
Demo­ 
crats, were adopted. 
While 
the 
house 
dragged 
along 
through the bill the senate finance 
com mittee made its plans for theeon- 
sideration of the bill when it shall 
have passed the house. 
It was de­ 
cided not to hold oral hearings on tho 
various schedules, but to accept and 
consider any briefs that might be sub­ 
mitted 
by those 
interested 
in 
the 
tariff. 
The 
house 
Republicans 
attacked 
hundreds of items in the free list of 
the Underwood bill. 
In almost every 
Instance they argued that the adrnis 
sion of the various articles free would 
"ruin the Industry" and would not re­ 
duce the cost of living. 
Majority Leader Underwood pointed 
out that 
this argum ent was incon­ 
sistent. 


Would Benefit the Consumer. 
’’In order to ruin the Industries,” he 
said, "as you gentlemen seem bound 
to do it would be necessary to reduce 
the price the producers receive. This 
would inevitably result in a reduction 
to the consumer.” 
In order to eliminate unnecessary 
debate Mr Underwood, after the free 
list had been half completed, obtained 
an agreement to pass the paragraphs 
which were not in controversy with­ 
out debate. 
The disputed paragraphs 
then were taken up in order. 
An unsuccessful effort was made by 
Representative Moore of Pennsylva­ 
nia to have Bibles taken from the free 
list. He paid tribute to the Scriptures, 
but said he saw no reason why Bibles 
of foreign manufacture should be ad­ 
mitted free of duty for sale in this 
country. 
Representative Stevens of Minneso­ 
ta wanted harness and saddlery put on 
the dutiable list and Representative 
Gardner of M assachusetts and others 
sought to impose duties on boots and 
shoes 
This brought Representative 
Peters of Massachusetts to his feet 
with a declaration that free boots and 
shoes would place the American shoe 
Industry on a better basis than ever 
before.

Rea Says Railroads Need It and All 
They Ask Is Fa ir Play. 
Pittsburg, May 6.—Speaking at a 
luncheon tendered him by the Pitts­ 
burg chamber of commerce, 
Presi­ 
dent Samuel Rea of the Pennsylvania 
railroad forecasted a general increase 
in freight rates. 
Mr. Rea said: 
“We find it most difficult for the 
railroads to raise money for improve­ 
ments and there is likelihood of it. 
We are asking no favors; all we w ant 
is fair play. 
The eastern divisions of 
the 
Pennsylvania are 
making less 
than 5 per cent on their Investment. 
Consider the 
am ount of money in­ 
volved and the small return of 4.SS 
per cent. 
If the company had not 
been properly managed it would not 
be paying even this small return. We 
are, therefore, obliged to look forward 
to a general and moderate increase 
in rates.”

Minneapolis. May 6 — Micka Bruno, 
Italian, was shot and killed and Mar­ 
tha Bossa, Polish, twenty-five years 
old, was shot and probably fatally 
wounded In a lovers’ quarrel.

according to the police, who say that 
Diritano lias confessed. 
According to the police Bruno re­ 
turned home and found Diritano In the 
embrace of the woman. 
He resented 
It and told Diritano to leave the house. 
Diritano is said to have agreed, 
in­ 
stead he went into an adjoining room, 
got a shotgun and fired twice through 
a curtain separating the rooms 
He does not know, according to the 
police, how the shots took effect. 
He 
carried 
a 
second 
cartridge In 
his 
mouth and, as soon as he had fired 
the first shot, he reloaded the gun 
and fired again, the police say he told 
them. 
Leaving the house he walked into 
the arm s of Patrolmen Prada and Pe­ 
terson. 
Bruno was dead when the police en­ 
tered the house. 
The Bossa woman 
was rushed in the city ambulance to 
the city hospital, where it was said 
that she cannot recover. The left side 
of her fa ce is shot off and some of the 
shot is said to have penetrated the 
brain. 
Diritano was placed in the city Jail, 
held ou a charge of murder.

FOR UNDERWOOD 


He Wants Taritf Bill to Bo 


Passed Unchanged. 


WILL RESIST ALTERATIONS. 


His Position Is Strong Because He Has 


the Support of President Wilson, and 


There Is No Group of Senators Strong 


Enough to Fight the Administration, 
as W as Done Tw enty Years Ago.

Chairman Underwood docs not expect 
to see the tariff bill amended to any 
extent in the senate; but, what is more 
im portant, he does not intend to ac­ 
cept any material am endm ents which 
the senate may make. 
If he suc­ 
ceeds in keeping the tariff measure 
practically as he fram ed it he xviii ac­ 
complish much more than any ways 
and means chairm an has done in a 
third of a century. 
The last tariff law w as so amended 
in the senate that it w as called the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff. The Dingley law 
w as very materially changed In th* 
senate, although it did not get beyond 
the Dingley name. 
The Wilson law 
was changed almost completely by the 
senate and became known as the Wil- 
son-Gorman law. 
The McKinley hill 
was amended in many essential m at­ 
ters. 
Before th at the various Dills—tile 
Mills and Morrison tariff measures— 
w ere almost entirely changed by the 
senate, hut they were not accepted by 
the house. 


Underwood’* Strong Position. 
Underwood has a very strong posi­ 
tion. 
Ile has made his Dill lower than 
he really wanted at the insistence of 
President Wilson. 
H e w ent further 
than he did in the hills of the last con­ 
gress because the president wanted 
certain free listed articles and lower 
schedules. 
Any attem pted change by 
the senate will be in direct opposition 
to the wishes of the president, and there 
Is no group of senators strong enough 
to stand up and fight the adm inis­ 
tration on the tariff bill as there was 
when Cleveland was president twenty 
years ago. 
Underwood can stand pat. 
to appropriate a protection phrase, and 
the senate will have to come his way. 
But there is no assurance yet that the 
senate will vote higher protection. 


G a r d n e r A p h o r is m * . 
Probably tile speech of Congressman 
G ardner on the tariff attracted more 
attention than that of almost any other 
man in the house. 
It contained quite 
a number of sentences which might he 
termed aphorisms. 
Speaking of tile 
failure of the Republican party to ac­ 
cept a num ber of reforms advanced b}’ 
the then insurgents in the party, the 
Massachusetts man said that they did 
not like the manner in which the re­ 
formers presented their proposals. 
In 
this connection he said: 
“ No man likes to he seized by the 
throat. 
No man who is a man will 
stand being threatened.” 
Other remarks on present conditions 
w ere: 
“ Perhaps the new politics! physician 
may turn out to he another Dr. Cook.” 
“ I see no reason to believe that the 
Democratic membership In this con­ 
gress is a gathering of rogues.” 
“The day has gone by w hen legisla­ 
tors can safely neglect the issues upon 
which they bara been elected.” 
“Prophecy belongs to the category of 
lost gifts.” 


Leaders Are Disturbed. 
Recent remarks by prominent men 
show that Democratic leaders are dis­ 
turbed over the slow mnnner in which 
appointments have been made and par­ 
ticularly the maimer in which Repub­ 
licans hold on to so many offices. 
“ It 
seems.” remarked Senator Williams of 
Mississippi in tile senate, “that by 
some queer coincidisjce of politics with 
civil service merit seven-eighths of the 
diplomatic and consular service and 
three-fourths of the employees of de­ 
partm ents are Republicans.” 


A Local Issue. 
Of course this tariff is a local Issue. 
Congressman Bryan, a Progressive of 
Washington, started a speech compli­ 
menting the Democratic party on re 
during the tariff and enacting an In­ 
come tax. 
“But don’t take tho duty off 
shingles,” he criisl, 
“T hat Is a W ash­ 
ington state industry, and our work­ 
men win be compelled to enter into 
competition with Japanese nnd Hindu 
Inlier which the lumber interests of 
British Columbia employ.” 
There you sin* it 
It doesn’t m atter 
•o much about some other fellow’* lo­ 
cal interest, hut It pinches when It gets 
to a home product.

TRYING FREE TRADE 


Former President Thinks Senti­ 


ment Will dunce. 


New Haven, Conn.. May 6.—"If we 
are to have free trade, let’s have it.”

Yale, in the second of his lectures on 
questions of modern government at 
the university. 
"Let the party that 
favors it vote for it.

His statem ent was incidental to a 
discussion of the necessity of the po­ 
litical party to efficient legislation.

of government by corporation inter­ 
ests. to create an equity of oppor­

Persons who do not concur with this 
school in the exact method of arriv- 
lug at the true purpose of popular 
government which Is to make for the 
happiness of all the people are called 
reactionaries.

Another meeting of the ambassador* 
will be held Thursday, when arrange- 
ments with regard to the future of 
Scutari and Albania will be discussed. 
The telegram from King Nicholas to 
Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, announcing that he had sur- 
; rendered, was as follows:

At the end of the council’s work, 
President C. B. Rowley asked Mayor 
Dunn if he wished to make a few re­ 
mark® and he arose and said, “The 
time has come for me, gentlemen^ to 
say farewell to you. 
I thank you, 
gentlemen of the council, for treat­ 
ing me with unfailing courtesy and 
I shall look back to my associations 
with you as one of my most pleasant 
recollections. 
I wish to thank Mr. 
Ryan for the counsel given me dur­ 
ing my incumbency, V. N. Roderick 
for the assistance extended me and 
courtesies shown and the press for 
their fairness. 
“ He paid a tribute 
to Chief of Police George A. Ridley 
and said that while he was chief the 
city was particularly free from dis­ 
order and crimes. 
During the per­ 
iod only one burglary had been com­ 
mitted and the man was caught in 
the act and sent to St. Cloud. 
There 
were no holdups. 
“I shall not consider the years I 
served Brainerd as mayor as years of 
wasted life, but they are yearss in 
wrhich I gave the city my most faith­ 
ful and honest service.
